Military Officers of the Government of India and the Armed Forces. 

The Oath of Office will be taken by President-elect in the presence of the 
Chief Justice of India as prescribed by the Constitution. A salute of 21 guns 
will be fired. The President will deliver an address. 

Uniforms will be worn by Officers of the Defence Services and the Police.
